Superintendent of Schools, 


There has been but little fault found with the schools during 
the past year, and why? Because they have been under the in- 
struction of competent teachers, those who entered into their, 
work body and soul, not considering that the easiest is the best 
way. Most of them were young teachers with reputations to 
make, and I am glad to say that so far, they have made good 
ones. 

I for one am proud of our schools for the past year. There 
was not an incompetent teacher inthem. To be sure some 
kept better order than others ; some had easier schools to man- 
age than others ; but on the whole, our schools were far above 
the average. } 

There were some that found fault because there was a 
change made in arithmetic. I presume it was hard for some, 
and I am sorry for them, but the advantages arising from the 
change have been felt in every district and in every class in 
arithmetic. 

If there could be still more uniformity in text books it 
would more than pay for the expense.

I have heard that there is considerable fault found with the 
new law. I am glad we have sucha law and Ido not think 
there are many people in town who at the end of five years 
would have it changed whether they have children to send to 
school or not. 
I would repeat what I said last year, that the discipline of 
all the schools would be better if the influence of the parents 
were always in favor of good order. 


District No. 1,—VILLAGE.
